The latest reports from Barcelona 


show the condition there Increasingly 
grave. The rioters have attacked the 
convent of the Little Sisters of the 
Poor. This followed the riotous dis- 
orders when the mob assaulted anci 
then burned several of the religious es- 
tablishments. ' 


New disorders are now reported from 


two other Interior • points, Alfoi 
and 


Eloja. 


The minister of the interior declined 


to make public the details .of the dis- 
orders In the Valenclan towns. 
He 


has announced, however, that the gov- 
ernment will adopt the most, urgent 
measures of repression. 


Rioters Noisily'Defiant. 


A dispatch now in official quarters 


states that the custom house has been 
closed on the frontier 'near Cerbere, 
owing to • the popular demonstration 
against the government officers.

Reyes 
succeeded 
Senor 


Marroquin as president of Colombia 
by election 
in 
January. 1905. 
Al- 


though formerly identified with the 
conservative or_clerlcal party. General 
Reyes adopted some of the principles 
of the liberals, which aroused the bit- 
ter enmity of the conservatives. 
His 


most radical departures from the pol- 
icies of his predecessors were Ithe sep- 
aration of church and state and the 
establishment of capital punishment 
for treason, which previously had been 
lightly dealt with. 


Before becoming president General 


Reyes had spent many years in the 
military and diplomatic sen-ices of bis 
country, one ot his posts having: been 
minister'to France. He is a man of 
wealth with large estate in the prov- 
ince of Cauca. General Reyes render- 


distinguished service for his gov- 


ernment in the rebellions of 1885 and 
1895. 


Quietly Left His Capital. 


General Reyes quietly left Bogota 


in the middle of last month for Sonta 
Marta on the Atlantic seaboard, where 
he boarded a steamer for Europe. At 
that time it was reported that the gen- 
eral had abandoned office and it was 
openly, asserted that his voluntary 
resignation from office or a revolution- 
ary coup v;ere'the only possible solu- 
tions of Colombia's political troubles. 


The support given by the president 


to the United States-Panama-Colom- 
bia treaty was partly responsible for 
the dissatisfaction, the treaty being 
objectionable to. the general public. 


Said He Would Not Resign. 


A short time before he left Bogota 


for Europe General Reyes appointed a 
new. cabinet in which General Holqiiin 
•was named presidente-designate.

At its close after midnight many 
of the representatives 
asserted that 


the conference report could not pass 
the house unless the lumber schedule 
provides'for the house rate on lumber 


a thousand feet. 
There were a 


few others, however, who believed that 
a compromise, making the rate $1.25, 
would be the probable outcome 'ot the 
tangle. 


The majority of the representatives 


at the conference told the president 
that they would 'fight the adoption of 
the report unless the senate agreed to 
a lower rate. It was said that unless 
there was a speedy adjustment of 'the 
lumber schedule the conferees' report 
might be held up longer than was an- 
ticipated previous to the white 'house 
conference. 


Had Up Gloves and Lumber. 


When the conferees took their usual 


noon recess it was 
announced that 


they hnd spent the forenoon consider- 
ing the glove and lumber schedules, 
practically the only unsettled ques- 
tions. 


When the conferees met today they 


discovered that the president was dis- 
satisfied with tho high rates on lum- 
ber. They also found a sharp contro- 
versy between the president and the 
speaker .of the house over tho glove 
schclule. 


There are four items of dispute in 


the lumber schedule and these Include 
not only rough lumber, but clapboards, 
laths and shingles. 
• The 
president 


wants the low house rate and there 
is also a strong pressure from mem- 
bers of the house in that direction. 


There will be no difficulty In fixing 


the rates on gloves but for tho In- 
fluence oC the president and his con- 
troversy with Speaker Cannon, who 
insists that the house shall hold out 
for the high house rates, as opposed 
to the lower figures fixed by the sen- 
ate. In this rase Mr. Payne Is favor- 
able to the higher rate and stands 
with tho speaker rather than with the 
president. 


It became apparent before the con- 


ference took place that owing to these

gasoline is pumped directly Into the 
in-take pipes, there being no carbure- 
tors. 
' The tips of the planes are flexible 
for the space of about twelve feet. By 
means of a lever they can be turned In 
a curve resembling an hellocold, the 
wings moving In -opposite directions. 
A second lever controls 'the twin rud- 
ders, which are supported by a brace 
ten feet from the rear of the planes. 


By working the two levers 'together 


the equilibrium of 
the 
machine 
Is 


maintained. Ten feet in front of the 
operator's seat two planes resembling 
a box kite about 5x3 feet are used for 
controlling the ascent 
and 
descent. 


Two propellers, 9 feet In diameter and 
revolving in opposite directions, are 
used to thrust the aeroplane forward. 
The 'weight of the machine, including 
both operator and passenger, is a trifle 
under 1,200 pounds.

IN PANIC OVER CHOLERA.

Terrible Outbreak of Scourge is 


ported From Polotsk. 


St. Petersburg. July 28.—Dispatches 


received today from Polotsk, in the 
government of Vitebsk, tho only city 
in Russia aside from St. Petersburg, 
•where the cholera 
has 
made much 


headway, say that the^ city is in full 
panic owing to the Inefficiency of the 
sanitary aflministration and the short- 
age 
of physicians. Forty 
cases 
of. 


cholera are reported daily, and to cope 
v.'Ith this situation there are only five 
doctors, who are so overwhelmed with 
•work that they are obliged to refuse 
their services at night. 
Heartbreaking 


scenes am witnessed at the physician's 
offices, where relatives of the stricken 
fight to secure attention. Many stores 
have been closed and all well-to-do 
persons are fleeing from the city.. 


In flreless cooking there are certain

it, and put back again. 


In all cooking, also, you must be 


careful not to uncover the pall with 
the food in it before putting it in the 
box.. It 'must be kept tightly covered 
from the time It is put on the fire or 
the steam will escape and the meat or 
soup cool^ so that'it can not cook. 
Put 


everything in as quickly as possible 
and cover at once.
